Visit Lava Flows 
In Mojave Desert 


Geology students under Horace A.

After studying how these 
minerals were deposited on the lake 
floor, they journeyed to Amboy cra- 
ter, here they studied the building of 
its cone, the effects of erosion on it, 
and its eruptions. Journeying to the 
Pisgah lava flows, they explored the 
lava caves with which that region 
abounds, and studied the conduct of 
the last lava flows. Desert basins and 
the effect of water on arid regions 
was subsequently discussed, and the 
students left for Santa Ana.
